[Continued from last week ] 


We choose for our Col. John Laggert, 


Lieut Col. Wm. Bally of Dillsburg and 
Peter Bradley Major. We were well 
officered, tbe Companies were then let- 
tered, Co. A, Col. Laggerfs, Co. B, 
Baily's, Co. C, aud Co E, which was 
tbe color Co. Co. £, which was a rifle 
Co. was used as a flanking company. But 
by some means I was elected by those offi- 
cers to take charge of our colors, which 
I did for 2 years and 8 months, wben I 
was taken sick and on Id carry them no 
more. "God Bless the Flag of our 
Country," was my prayer In leaving 
them. In a short time we got marching 
orders, we- were, awrehedxfTom'^airjp- 
Cnrtin to the Capitol and here we were 
sworn Into toe IT. 9. Service and then 
we were donei-wlth tbe State. 


We were put on tbe cars and shipped 


for some place, but the first place was 
Baltimore, then to tbe city of Washing- 
ton, then to Tannelytotrn where we be- 
gan to throw up forts to protect tbe city 
of Washington. This being done we 
were marched over the chain bridge and 
went Into camp for the Winter. We re- 
mained here undisturbed until about the 
26th of December, when the Third Bri- 
gade was ordered on a foraging expedi- 
tion. We marched out towards Draius- 
vtlleand we met, well we did, I never 
will forget Ibis march. The 3rd Brigade 
which consisted of 4 Regiments, namely, 
the 9cb, 6 h, 7th, 12th, these regiments 
were ordered out, Gen. E. O. C. Ord was 
tbe commander. When we left Camp 
Pierpont tbe Bncktalls which did not 
belong were ordered out too, and all the 
wagons, we were going on a foraging 
expedition.

nolds hnd been out and so had the Se- 
cond under Gen. George G. Meade, but 
now came our turn. The boys were in 
good heart and we left camp In high 
spirits.

There was a small village about 6 miles 
on oar road called Dramavilte, the 
Bncktails paased on through it towards 
Lecaburg, oar regiment was in the rear, 
and scarce had we got to the first boose 
In town until we received a few shells 
from a thicket on the south side of the 
town. Halt paased along the hnel 


or place, wben we got- to Centervllie 
they bad-left. About this time Gen, 
George B. McClellan organized tbe 
Army of tbe Potomac, and we were 
kept marching about not doing much of 
anything for a considerable time, guard 
ing the city of Washington and neon ting 
about from place to place. At length 
we received marching orders for York- 
town. Tbe Beservps were ordered np 
tbe Pamunkey River as far as the White 
House, where Gen. George Washington 
was married In, so it was said here, and 
we landed and marched toward the city 
of Richmond. Aa yet we were in no en- 
gagement, but expected one every day. 


About this time Winchester was 


attacked, Stonewall Jackson and Gen. 
Shields bad a battle and the Rebels were 
parted. Some of them marched for 
Riohmpud, while Stonewall Jackson was 
kept back by Gen. Shields and Gen. 
McDowell's forces. We, that is tbe Be- 
serves, were stationed near a town called 
Mechanicsvllle. Fitz Jobn Porter's D - 
vision was attached to our Corps, we 
were close to tbe river by tbe name of 
Chickahominy which was about 4 miles 
from tbe city. During this time Gen.

McDowell's division waa called to Wash- 
ington city, this left a place for Gen. 
Jackson to get oat of Winchester which 
be was not long in embracing, Gen. Mo- 
Clellan then called for more troops. 
"Give me more men and I will cross tbe 
river and take tbe city." But la this he 
was sorely disappointed, he got no more 
but what he bad, and still the cry at 
home was, "Oa to Richmond." 


After waiting a lone time Gen. Me* 


Clellan came to the conclusion to make 
an attempt to take tbe city. We were 
ordered to draw five daya rations and 
have them cooked, and while we were 
cooking our rations we received a few 
shells from our rear, and, on gaining in- 
formation, we found Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson right m our rear, and Bob Lee 
In our front. Tbia looked like anything 
else than taking Bicbmond I assure yon. 
Bat we foaght ail that day, and night 
we left, but scarce hail daylight ap- 
peared, than here waa Btonewall right 
in onr front again. I did wish that be 
was Borne place else. Bob Lee took 
good care to be close at band and I tell 
you it was hot all that day. We kept it 
up until dark. We then took up the 
line of march again traveling all night, 
but behold the next morning bringa us 
right in their front again. So the battle 
began again on the third day, we fongbt 
until dark and we were very bnngry 
and dry. We bad no coffee to drink 
so some of the boys made a little lire, but 
tbat waa aoon stopped aa we got one or 
two sheila amongst us, then we marched 
all night. Next morning came and so 
did Stonewall, and no place suited him 
so well aa m our front, and we had to go 
at it again, which we kept up until dark. 
We then marched on, aa our officers said, 
for the James River. Morning came 
bnt no river and here they were in line 
of battle, ao we went at it again keeping 
it up all that day until dark, when we 
took up onr hoe of march, but let me 
say that we did not doable quick much. 


Morning came again, this brought ns 


on a hill wbich waa called Malvern Hill, 
after the fog had raited we could see the 
river. But tbia morning tbe enemy did 
not come into action aa they had done 
before. With the exception of a few 
abella there was not much fighting it 
wae quite evident something was going 
to be done and that very soon

Tha regular monthly meeting of the 


Town Council took place Tnesday even- 
ing of last week, President of Board 
Oyler in chair and all members, Messrs. 
Wolf, Plank, Swift, Gilbert, Becker, 
Wisotzkey, Heas.and Menchey'present. 


Minutes of last meeting were read and 


approved. 


Menchey Chairman of Highway Com- 


mittee reported that he bad seen tbe at- 
torney of the Chambersburg turnpike 
company In regard to Buford 'avenue 
and tbat tbe matter of turning same 
over to tbe borough will be considered at 
tbeir January meeting and reported to 
tbe next meeting of Council, and tbat II 
was probable that the same arrangement 
ooald be made as witb Baltimore street 
bat that the company only bad fifty feel 
to dispose of, tbat being tbe entire width 
of tbe pike. The turnpike company pays 
the borough (30 a year for taking Balti- 
more street off tbeir bands. Tbe report 
was accepted and tbe committee to con- 
tinue to look after tbe matter. 


Tbe Light Committee John A, Man- 


obey, Chairman, A. B. Plank and Calvin 
Gilbert, then made a report an lo a town 
electric light plant and tbe proposals re- 
ceived, four In number as to lighting tbe 
town, aa follows: 


Estimate lor Municipal Plant. 


The light Committee report tbat the 


time given na to ascertain tbe actual 
coat ot an electric plant aufflcient for 
lighting onr town, with tbe attendant 
expenses of running the tame, haa.J>een 


gas lights to every electric lamp to cover 
tbe town, as it is now done with the, 
electric light and then It wonld not be 
as well lit and if so lighted the oast 
would be more than by the are light, 
tbat it wonld take more than 90 gas 
lights and benoe that number eonld be 
no basis of calculation, that tbe Key- 
stone Co. woold Install new machinery 
and the price was as cheap aa_arc lights 
could be famished and wouUtnot give 
four cents net profit per kilowatt hour. 
On question of municipal lighting, it 
was submitted tbat the estimate of 
Light Committee did not allow anything 
for wear and tear, tbat all electric plants 
counted on 10 per cent for tbls item, 
tbat in ten yean time every part of a 
plant had to be replaced and counting 
tbla In estimate, municipal lighting aa 
estimated would be tbe dearest method. 
At the conclusion of tbe discussion It 
waa moved tbat tbe question ot lighting 
tbe town be postponed until Jan. 19, 
motion carried.

signal from tbe river, says I, "Boys 
Look Out." The next moment we were 
all down on our faces flat, and O, God I 
I did think tbat was the last day. I bad 
beard tbe cannons roar bnt that was 
ahead of all noise, about 20 gunboats 
discharged on this bill tbe contents of 
their cannons. Well then you ought to 
have teen them get for Richmond. Let 
me say tbat a great many started tbat 
did not get there, for tbe bill was liter- 
ally covered with dead and tbe dying. 
With no enemy In oar front we marched 
for Harrison Landing, we reached it on 
the seventh day, being very hungry and 
sleepy. I could sleep standing np like a 
horse. Now we were 'perfectly safe, 
and they were glad to get to Richmond. 
So ended tbe Seven Days fight. 


The gnnbaats gave ua supplies and we 


had plenty of good water out of tbe 
James River. One of our corps went 
to Petersburg, but we, that is the Re- 
serves, moved up tbe Potomac River to 
Acquia Creek where we remained for 
some time. Qen. George B. McClellan 
was removed fromitbe command and 
Gen. Fope took command of tbe Army 
of the Potomac, wbicb I tb Ink waa a sad 
mistake, at least it proved so to ua in a 
short time. We soon got orders to 
march to Bull Ban under commander. 
We arrived on the battlefield in a few 
days, but it was quite evident that it 
was not all right. Oar little commander 
was not here, bnt a good soldier will do 
his duty always, ao we resolved to do so, 


Tbe first day they bad ao advantage of 


ns we held our own very well, but on 
tbe second there was some mistake some- 
where, our lines were often broken bnt 
we rallied again, kept well together un- 
til about 4 o'clock. Gen. McDowell 
took away a regiment on onr left, this 
gave the enemy a good chance to flank 
us in wbicb they immediately did, here 
tbe Reserves were- beld between two 
Ores for about two hours. Gen. Meade 
gave orders to "Right about, double 
quick, March," we obeyed this order in- 
stantly and away we went cutting our 
way right through their lines. I had 
wrapt my colors tight around tbe staff 
and made good ume for Centerville. 
Our Colonel WM on horseback, but I 
beat him just fifty good jumps on tbe 
run, and as I passed tbe Johnnies would 
yell,' Drop them colors." But I told 
them Gov. Curtln gave me them, tbat I 
did not bave time to give them np, nor 
did I give them.

Kayslona Light Co. Proposal. 


In accordance with] tbe proposal for 


street lighting aa naked for by the Light 
Committee by the advertisement hereto 
attached, the Keystone Electric Light, 
Heat and Power Company of Gettys- 
burg hereby proposes to light tbe atreeta 
of Gettyaburg by electricity under a con- 
tract to be entered into for tbe period of 
five yean. The light to,be an arc temp 
ot 1200 nominal candle power and en- 
closed long burning lamp to barn from 
dusk to dawn, and to run according to 
the moonlight schedule now existing, 
namely every night except cloudless 
moonlight nights. It is agreed to fur- 
nigh forty-two or more lamps of candle* 
power above named. Tbe new lighting 
system will be installed within five 
months from tbe date of passage of ordi- 
nance accepting tbla proposal. It la 
agreed tbat the town Council shall have 
the right to locate all lamps and tbla 
proposal is accompanied by B plan show- 
ing the distribution and location of light 
as now furnished by tbe said company. 
It is also agreed to light the council 
Chambers and Flre Engine bonae witb 
Incandescent light during the term of 
tbe contract free of charge. Each arc 
lamp furnished is above aet out to be 
paid for at the rate of f 70 per year, pay- 
ment to be msde monthly for tbe pro- 
portional parts of the aald yearly 
amount.

PBOTECT THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 
It is well to remember when smallpox 


is In the county tbat fear frequently 
dees more harm than the disease. The 
disease itself calls for prompt and thor- 
ough action on tbe part of tbe officials 
wbo bave in tbeir hands tbe protection 
of the public health. Such cases call for 
the strictest quarantine. Communica- 
tion between the family aud the public 
must be cut off. This Is tbe only way 
such diseases can be managed. To try 
to evade such regulations is foolhardy, 
for not only may one life be risked 
thereby but perhaps dczsns of others. It 
is sometimes a hardship for those cut 
off, 
the sick and those giving attention 


and nursing, but when it is all over one 
ot tbe greatest satisfactions to be bad by 
them ia the feeling that no-one else has 
beeo made to suffer through any neglect 
or carelessness of those quarantined. 
Everyone in the community should help 
to maintaiu the strictest quarantine, 
fumigation and all other precautions. It 
should be esteemed a public duty to 
leave nothing undone to stamp out the 
disease. Upou tbe least indication of 
l» necessity vaccination throughout 
communities should ba resorted to. 
There may ba many who do not like 
vaccination because of unpleasant re* 
suits, but when the public health Is to 
ba protected there is but cue thing to be 
done, to be vaccinated and prevent tbe 
spread of the scnrge of smallpox. 


there are any points where it was possible 
for an outbreak of the disease to lake 
place nothing should be left undone lo 
prevent the same. There should be 
quarantine and vaccination, everything to 
protect. 
The Gettysburg Health Board met on 


Friday evening to consider the situation 
»nd.took the following action,which should 
be approved and ncquieeed in by all citi- 
zens as the proper and correct course to 
pursue. 


The Secretary ol Board of Health was 


directed to send the following letter to tbe 
principal or teacher in charge ol every 
school in the "borough: 


"Inasmuch as smallpox has broken* out 


in tbe neighboring town of Bendersville, 
and there has been no general vaccination 
within the past seven yeirs, the Board of 
Health deems it necessary to enforce vac- 


iday, Jan 18th. "l904, 


you wilt admit no pupil to any depart- 
ment of your school without a physicians 
certificate that be has vaccinated said 
pupil within seven years. 


You will retain these certincates, sub- 
ject to the inspection of the Board of 
Health." 


I)r>. Geo. A. Slock and H. H. Hartman 


were appointed Vaccine Physicians lor 
the Board ol Health. 


The Board further resolved that any 


parent or guardian wbo is unable to pay 
for vaccination can secure au order for 
vaccination from the Secretary of tbe 
Board, by making sworn statement of 
their inability to pay for the same. 
Dr. Geo. L. Kice, of McSherryatown, 
the Medical Inspector and Quarantine Of- 
ficer, under the State Board of Health 
visited Bendersville and Biglerville on 
Monday. Dr. Rice called upon Kev. 
Barnbart and ^pronounced bis disease to 
be confluent smallpox 
The rules of the 


Board of Health of both boroughs will be 
strictly enforced. He advised that every 
house in Bendersville containing anyone 
who has been with Rev; Barnbart during 
Ibe period oi incubation ol tbe disease be 
quarantined for 16 days and all persons 
living in the quarantined houses be vacci 
nated as well an all school children. It is 
understood these directions will be carried 
out by the borough autboritiet,etrictly. 
The home ol Edward Brough, of BigleV- 
vill, will be under quarantine for a period 
ol 14 days. All bouses must be thor- 
oughly fumigated and disinfected before 
quarantine is removed.

Be also 
met with some discouragements but ob- 
tained very good results and is an advoca- 
ter of the oil treatment as being more 
simple in preparation although a little 
more dangerous than tha Lime, Sulpbor 
and Salt. 


Mr. McM illen, the assistant zoologist in 


the State Department of. Agriculture in 
Harrisburg, explained briefly bow the 
scales live and grow, how rapidly they 
multiply, and how they are spread. He 
explained how the spraying kills the in- 
sect and gave several formulae that have 
given the best results.

The OrlKlmU Ver.lon Date. From 


the Time of Oliver Cromwell. 


The lively strains of "Yankee Doo- 


dle" are heard at every patriotic cele- 
bration, says a writer in Collier's Week- 
ly, yet perhaps few of those whose 
pulses stir at the sound of the familiar 
notes are aware that it dates from the 
,tlme of Oliver Cromwell and crossed 
the seas with the Puritans.

The'transltlon from Nankee to Yan-

thousands of peasant women mid girls 
can lx> seen walking along tbe louds to 
the town from their palni llmtcbed 
huts in the mountains and woods. They 
carry on their heads Inimims&Joails of 
bananas, oranges, 
yams, jilhntalns, 


brown sugar or tobacco, stepping along 
nt tbe rate of four miles un hour with 
the gait of n princess. 


Constant carrying of heavy loads 


gives them n splendid carriage. They 
will wait forty miles to market to sell 
SO cents' worth of produce. Often they 
could sell the same stuff for n better 
price at their homes, but they enjoy 
the merry company on tbu road and the 
fun and gossip of the market place too 
much to give up tbeir weekly jaunt.; 
Most people think such a tramp hard' 
work, but they regard It as a picnic. 
Tramping along over rough mountain 
tiacks,' fording swift rivers, tugging 
fractions mules lu the way that they 
should go. these women never let their 
loads' fall. 
They could dance a jig 


without dropping them. 


Meanwhile the men folk, who have 


not even tuken the tionble to sow or 
Imrvi'st tlie crops, much less carry them 
to market, are sleeping In the palm 
thatched hut or lying down in the yam 
patch outside and bmoking the strong 
native tobacco.
